The principal feature of 
this church is the beautiful tower and spire, the 
tower being nearly 100 feet high, and the spire, of 
Bath stone, rising 48 feet, surmounted by a vane. 
The cost of this edifice will be about 10,000/., 
nearly one-half of which is already subscribed, her 
Majesty and Prince Albert being large contributors. 
The building is designed by Mr. E. Blore, and when 
complete will form a magnificent object from the 
Castle and surrounding neighbourhood, being one 
of the most beautiful designs on this side of the 
metropolis. The whole of the plans have been car- 
ried out with great accuracy by Mr. J. B. Heard.

Gentry of moderate incomes, and the respectable classes of 
merchants, yeomanry, and tradesmen, will be glad to avail 
themselves of this means of securing for their sons a becom- 
ing profession of probable future competence and respectabi- 
lity. Most of the other professions are known to be over- 
crowded, but the great movement in restoring and erecting 
buildings of a decorated style promises to replace the archi- 
tectural sculptor, carver, modeller, painter, &c., in that high 
rank of citizenship which was formerly enjoyed by the distin- 
guished of these professions. 

It was the practice, too, of ancient architects and artists to 
associate themselves with their pupils, as is proposed in this 
humble revival—and hence the superiority of their works, 
Every labour, discovery, and research of the master was joined 
in by the pupil, and an affection frequently obtained between 
the two as of members of one family,—the master regarding 
his pupils as trustees for the future, to become the guardians 
and expositors of iis own reputation. 

London, in its public institutions, in its unrivalled mecha- 
nical and scientific advance, marks itself out as the site of 
the ‘School of Art.’’ In this one branch Mr. Hansom de- 
signs for himself to labour, to place before his pupils and for 
their benefit every accessible advantage, tolabour with them, 
to guide them, to encourage, to reward, to distinguish, to 
watch also with a paternal care, and to guard against vicious 
tendencies ani temptations, exercising them at the same time 
in the theories of science and their practical application, 
working himself and with his pupils as an architect, and se- 
curing for their instruction the associate skill of the best prac- 
tical tutors and artificers in every department in which their 
respective tastes and talents fit them to run. 

Already the advantages’ of this system are being made strik- 
ingly apparent in the great progress of his pupils, and it is 
not too much to assume that its general adoption would 
secure to architectural students as much in three as ordina- 
rily in five years. A gentleman of eminent qualifications in 
every respect presides over their mathematical and classical 
exercises. The various manipulations in art are put practi- 
cally within their reach, and, in due progression, they will 
have made the round of those studies and engagements which 
complete the course of the most accomplished practical edu- 
cation. 

And all this may be effected at a cost not exceeding the or- 
dinary school education for junior boys, by the union of a 
generous regard for art, with the prudent exercise of the qua- 
lities of a man of business ; but it may be confidently averred 











that nothing but a liberal system, as contra-distinguished | 


from a mere money-getting principle, can succeed in putting 
the Arts and their Professors on that truly eminent footing 
which characterised both in ancient times,

/ MONEUR.—An early prospectus of the Ramoneur 
Association grounds its appeal to the public for support upon 
“*the imperfect performance of the old methods, and the 
abortive attempts hitherto made to cleanse chimneys by ma- 
chinery.’’ 

The following certificate, dated about eight years before 
this, will shew how little the Ramoneur Association was 
wanted on these grounds :-— London, Feb. 1, 1834.

“* The patent Ramoneur is capable of thoroughly cleansing 
chimneys, of whatever construction, whether straight, 
crooked or angular. It has heen proved, by repeated trials, 
to accomplish the sweeping of flues through which the 
machines in ordinary use could not be passed; and, when 
introduced into a common chimney immediately after 
sweeping by the ordinary machine, it has removed consi- 
derable quantities of soot that had remained uniisturbed.’’ 

“The unerring and perfect performance of the Associa- 
tion’s new machinery, together with the simplicity of its 
construction, its effectiveness and ease of management,’’ are 
also insisted on. 

The Ramoneur Association really should be a little more 
guarded. As Surface says, ‘‘ It’s never worth while to be

The boy’s declaration can be easily tested, because he 
observes that he heard one of the servants say, “ The little 
one is gone up the chimney,’’ that is, in contradistinction to 
the person of 21 years of age who is usually employed to 
sweep such chimneys as are too difficult for their machine. 

The Ramoneur advertisement in ‘The Times’’ of Feb- 
ruary 23 has this note—‘ The Ramoneur Association as well 
as the public are now pretty well convinced as to the animus 
of Mr. Steven’s attacks: indeed, they have Mr. Glass’s as- 
surance thathe has no participation in them. With refe- 
rence to the late experiment at Fishmongers’ Hall, there is 
in Mr. Steven’s statement the usual perversion of facts. 
The Ramoneur Association have to point to large increase of 
business as the best answer to any objection, and perhaps a 
portion of this is the result of Mr. Steven’s expensive ad- 
vertisements.’” 

What is meant by my animus I cannot conceive. If I hada 
third machine, some little speculation of my own, which I 
was dragging inte notice, the remark would be intelligible. 
The slur also attempted to be cast upon my veracity would 
also be better sustained by a counter certificate from the au- 
thorities at Fishmongers’ Hall. 

I think enough has been said, to shew that the Ramoneur 
or square brush has not been opposed on slight grounds, and 
that the opposition is neither frivolous nor vexatious: if not 
the following certificate will tend to confirm all that has been 
brought forward by me :— 

‘** Surveyor’s Office, Bank of England, March 2, 1843. 

‘I, the undersigned, do hereby certify that the powers of 
the square brush, with its universal joints, put forth by the 
Ramoneur Asseciation, were this day tried by the servants of 
the said Association, at the Bank of England, in my pre- 
sence, and in the presence of five persons connected with the 
Ramoneur Association ; that the chimneys which were tried 
on this oecasion were those of the kitchen in the front 
gatekeeper’s apartment, and the kitchen of the Lothbury 
gatekeeper’s apartments; that in these two instances 
the Ramoneur Association failed entirely in their object, 
from the brush being stopped in both chimneys when at 
a distance of about ten feet from the top; that these two 
chimneys have been regularly swept in common with all the 
other chimneys in the Bank, for many years by Mr. Glass’s 
machine; that the two chimneys in question were 
swept by Mr. Glass and his machine this day, in the presence 
of his opponents: that the gentlemen from the Ramoneur 
Association were urged to try other chimneys, but they de- 
clined it ; that, so far as I have any architectural know ledge, 
a square brush can never be successfully employed in sweep- 
ing chimneys, because it is impossible to keep it in one 
uniferm position, and if not kept in that position, and 
allowed to twist, itis in danger of becoming fixed in the 
chimney ; whereas a circular brush, made like the one in- 
vented by Mr. Glass, is found to pass easily through the 
chimney, while it affords the workman an opportunity of turn- 
ing the brush round and round in the process, by which quick 
movement the soot is really more completely dislodged than 
by any even, dull, regular motion that could be given to the 
square brush and its universal joints, even if the said Ramo- 
neur could be got through any difficult chimney. And I 
further certify that considerable damage was done to the 
building on this occasion, a whole brick having been dis- 
placed from one part of the chimney, and a stone brought 
down from another part, which stone measures 11 inches by 
8 inches, and is 2} inches in thickness, and that, in my 
opinion, these accidents arose out of the violence that is 
required to force a square brush througha chimney.

And does this superiority entitle these parties to a prefer- 
ence ?—and is it for this thing that the public is urged to 
abandon those honest men who are so successfully employing 
Glass’s machine, recommended as it is by the experience of 
nearly 20 years ?—and is the practice of the Ramoneur Asso- 
ciation to be confounded with mechanical chimney-sweeping 
as heretofore advocated? And is it for the privilege of using 
this square brush, and its universal joints, that the Ramonear 
Association asks 5,000/., from Ireland, as I see by a letter 
now before me, dated Dublin, February 18.
